The conclusion is in line with 
assertions by a growing number of 
blacks and liberal groups that law 
authorities in the drug war have tar- 
geted blacks, especially young black 
males.

Experts believe the only way such a 
disparity could exist is because po- 
lice are specifically targeting blacks 
while ignoring drug use among whites. 
Allen Webster, president of the pre-

ciation, said of the drug war: “Basi- 
cally, it's a war against minorities.” 
Critics also assert that the drug war 
is harming black communities be- 
cause authorities are giving longer 
and longer sentences to younger and 
younger blacks.

Delay in Clinton’s health 
plan rouses special interest

dent Clinton’s I ited health 
plan now delayed until the Fall, the 
health and insurance industries have 
even more opportunity to use their 
political muscle to extract major con- 
cessions from the White House. Re- 
cent Administration statements, such 
as First Lady Hillary Rodham 
Clinton’s conciliatory speech to the 
American Medical Association, al- 
ready indicates a distinctly more cau- 
tious policy direction. 

With over $900 Billion at stake, 
the insurance, drug and medical in- 
dustries are pulling out all their me- 
dia, lobbying and campaign contri- 
bution stops to make sure that they 
remain in control of the nation’s 
health care system. The big health 
insurance companies, for example, 
have already persuaded the White 
House to let them operate vast man- 
aged care networks, a function that 
will neither reduce healthcare costs 
nor improve the delivery of health 
care benefits to the American people. 

Onkey major health care issues— 
price controls, doctor’s fees, and 
whether your doctoror insurancecom- 
pany decides medical treatment, for 
example — the President can demon- 
strate his resolve to stand up for con- 
sumers against the special interests. 
The health and insurance industries 
are telling the White House point 
blank that they will fight any plan 
that disrupts their ability to profit 
from the medical system. The AMA 


limits on premiums, 
doctor and hospital bills, and drug 
prices. 

To prevent price controls, drug 
companies, political action commit- 
tees, forexample, spent$14.5 million 
between 1979 and 1992 on congres- 
sional campaign contributions.
